We  hope  however, 
to  he  in  Gilford  again  early  in  the  Spring  and  finish  up 
with  these  along  with  the  new  babies  of   1953. 

Number  of  children  who  attended  the  clinic,  41, — 7  in- 
fants and  34  preschool.

State  Nurse 
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People  Play  a  Vital  Part  in  Our  Forest  Fire  Problems 

A  review  of  the  1953  fire  season  proves  the  vital  part 
people  play  in  the  never  ending  battle  to  prevent  forest  fires. 

In  this  fire  district  there  were  133  fires  in  26  of  the 
district's  30  towns ;  409  acres  were  burned  over  and  it  cost 
$9,499.97  to  extinguish  them.  This  figure  was  reduced 
somewhat  through  payment  of  fire  costs  by  persons  respon- 
sible for  illegal  fires,  fire  which  escaped  from  control  and 
fires  caused  by  their  carelessness.  Costs  were  abnormally 
high  this  year  due  to  protracted  periods  of  dry  weather 
which  increased  the  difficulty  of  extinguishing  fires. 

Eighty-eight  percent  of  the  133  fires  were  man-caused 
and  could  have  been  prevented.  They  tell  a  story  which 
needs  to  be  carefuly  studied.  Some  people  were  careless 
in  disposing  of  smoking  material  and  camp  fires ;  others 
burned  without  the  required  warden  permit  —  disregarding 
weather,  forest  conditions  and  the  normal  safeguards  recog- 
nized and  considered  by  the  warden  in  issuing  permits.  Other 
fires  resulted  from  children  playing  with  matches,  careless- 
ly handled  fireworks,  faulty  railroad  and  track  equipment, 
etc. 

These  fires  cost  a  lot  to  extinguish,  most  of  which 
could  have  been  avoided  • —  this  affects  taxes;  local  business 
was  interrupted  by  men  leaving  their  jobs  to  extinguish  the 
fires ;  trees  that  might  otherwise  have  built  houses,  repaired 
bridges  and  supplied  raw  materials  for  local  industries  were 
destroyed :  seedling  growth  —  the  future  timber  crop  was 
wiped  out. 

This  picture  can.  however,  be  reversed  if  people  who 
offend  could  be  impressed  with  the  importance  of  observing 
the  simple  but  essential  common  sense  safeguards  that  will 
]irevent  forest  fires.     They  are : 

1.  Care  in  disposing  of  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  in  and  near  woodlands. 

2.  Care  in  selecting  camp  fire  sites  and  completely  ex- 
tinguishing them. 

3.  Consultation   witb   the  local   forest   fire   warden  be- 
fore burning  to  secure  the  required  permit.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents  and  Voters : 
Gilford  Proposed  Budget  for  1954-55 

The  Gilford  proposed  budget  for  next  year  calls  for  an 
increase  of  over  $10,000  over  the  present  year.  This  increase 
is  caused  by  the  increase  in  three  items,  namely : 

Transportation $4,104.00 

Teachers'  Salaries  5,930.00 

Laconia  Tuition  1,815.00 

Transportation  represents  only  a  tentative  bid  at  a  rate 
much  higher  than  the  rate  under  the  contract  of  three  years 
that  expires  on  June  30,  1954.  It  is  very  possible  that  this 
item  will  be  reduced  by  new  bids  before  the  annual  school 
district  meeting. 

The  budget  calls  for  two  additional  teachers  over  the 
1953-54  budget.  One  teacher  was  added  this  year  with  the 
salary  paid  from  the  surplus  on  'hand  July  1,  1953.  It  is 
planned  to  add  one  teacher  for  next  year.  The  large  first 
grade  enrollment  created  a  public  demand  for  two  teachers, 
and  this  will  create  a  need  for  two  first  grade  teachers  next 
year.  The  logical  place  to  locate  the  grade  is  in  the  corridor 
of  the  addition.  The  additional  teacher  is  justified  in  Gil- 
ford, since  it  would  be  ironical  to  provide  beautiful  school 
facilities  for  housing  and  recreation  and  then  condone  large 
first  and  second  grades  where  the  teaching  of  reading  is  vital 
to  the  children. 

Tuition  costs  at  Laconia  will  continue  to  rise  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rates  of  other  cities  and  towns.  It  will  prob- 
ably reach  the  rate  of  $400  per  high  school  pupil  per  year 
within  a  few  years.  The  state  law  allows  all  school  costs 
including  new  construction  to  be  included  in  the  final  tui- 
tion figure  approved  by  the  State  Education  Department  as 
the  official  cost  per  pupil.  Gilford  will  want  to  be  pre- 
pared for  the  great  increase  in  costs  that  will  be  due  when 
the  large  present  Grade  5  reaches  high  school,  and  when  the 
present  first  grade  reaches  high  school.  It  should  also  be 
noted  that  Gilford  will  be  a  center  that  will  expand  with 
many  new  homes,  which  also  will  provide  many  children  to 
be  educated.
